BEYOND YOUTUBE 


A year and a half ago, when I went to Worcester 
to profile the Participatory Culture Foundation 
PCF) (see “The Revolution Will 
News and Features, October 28, 2005], online 
video was still in its nascence. But the PCF 
knew it was coming, and knew it was gonna 
be big. Their Democrat y Internet TV platform, 
then in beta mode, was meant, PCF founder 
Nicholas Reville told me then, to stake a claim 
in the online video sphere “for the public good,” 
before the corporations took too big a bite. 

Fast forward to 2007. Democracy — which 
allows users to ageres zate Flash and BitTor- 
rent videos from all over the Web, subscribe to 
“channels” of stuff they like (or simply search 
and watch), and share clips with social book 
marking sites like deli.cio.us and Digg — has 
been downloaded about 950,000 times in the 
past 12 months. 

YouTube, on the other hand, which was 
barely a blip on the public’s radar screen when 
Democracy began, now accounts for 60 percent 
of all videos watched online: 100 million clips 
every day, with more than 65,000 new ones 
uploaded daily. Its founders sold out to Google 
for $1.65 billion. Clearly a lot has changed for 
online video. Is there still a place for an applica- 
tion like Democracy? 

Yes. More than ever, in fact. While YouTube 
has “changed the landscape immensely, it 
hasn’t changed what we're doing,” says Reville. 

We definitely want to be compatible with You- 
Tube. I think we can enhance people's YouTube 
rience in a lot of ways.” 

At the same time, though, “YouTube repre- 
sents one of the motivations for starting the proj- 
ectint 


the first place,” Reville says. While it’s a 
massive repository that controls which clips are 
shown and which aren't, “our approach takes 
the user experience away from just a single 


hosting provider and lets people bring together 
chat are hosted on YouTube, or Revver, or 
v, or any of these sites. It’s important that 
be an open model that's not tied down to 
a specific company. That's the way the Internet 
ked in general; we don’t want video to 
a dial-up AOL, where you're just in 
this world controlled by one company.” 

But how to make more people aware of that 
1? Reville says more and more people are 
catching on to Democracy’s easy design and the 
myriad features it offers that YouTube doesn't. 
Ha aving just released an updated, more stream- 

ion of the software, PCF is looking to 

launch the complete version 1.0 in about six 
Still, there’s a long way to go. 

“We're never going to have the market- 
ing budget that Apple has,” Reville concedes. 
But they don’t necessarily need it. Just look at 
the success of Firefox, a quality piece of open- 
source software that spread through word of 
mouth and is now the second-most widely used 
Web browser. 

“We're getting in a closer and closer rela- 
tionship with them,” Reville says of Firefox. 
“Their chief operating officer is on [PCF’s} 
board, and we’re hosting a party with them 
down at South by Southwest. They've done 
amazing marketing. But it’s been mostly viral, 
and it’s because they have a community that 
rez ly cares about their product.” 

The Participatory Culture Foundation’s work 
to keep online video open and democratized con- 
inues apace. But with all that toil, from debug- 
z to marketing, can there be much time left 

it around watch video clips? No, Reville 
lau sghe “I don’t get to watch as many as I'd like.”

Ever heard of Jennifer Strange? 

If you live in Boston and get your news from the 
local media, probably not. On January 12, Strange — 

a 28-year-old Californian — died of water poisoning 
after participating in an on-air contest staged by KDND 
Radio (107.9 FM), a/k/a “The End,” a Sacramento station 
owned by Entercom Communications. The contest in- 
volved drinking as much water as possible over three 
hours without going to the bathroom; the prize was a 
free Nintendo Wii game console — hence the contest’s 
name: “Hold Your Wee for a Wii.” 

What makes the story especially horrifying is the 
fact that the contest’s organizers knew somebody could

’ Strange’s family has since filed a wrongful-death 
suit, and asked the Federal Communications Commis- 

” sion to pull KDND off the air. The station has fired 10 
employees. And Strange’s death has garnered loads of 
national publicity. 

, But not here. There’s an obvious local hook: in Boston, 
Entercom Communications — KDND’s parent company 
— owns radio stations WRKO (680 AM), WEE! (850 AM), 


MIKE (93.7 FM), and WAAF (97.7/107.3 FM). Even so, nei- 
ther the Globe nor the Herald has assigned any reporters to 
cover the fallout from Strange’s death or consider the im- 
plications for Entercom, Local TV hasn’t been impressed 
either: while WHDH-TV ran a brief segment on Strange’s 
death, for example, it didn’t note that the station in 
question was Entercom-owned. 

Maybe Boston's editors and news directors just didn't 
think the story merited much coverage. After all, it’s 
not explicitly local. But it’s hard not to wonder if the in 
cestuous nature of Boston’s media landscape may have 
played a role, too. The Globe, for example, is owned by 
the New York Times Company, which has an ownership 
stake in the Red Sox, whose games will be broadcast on 
WRKO and WEEI this season. Meanwhile, local PR big- 
wig George Regan handles PR for the Herald as well as for 
WRKO and WEEI. And Regan’s firm, Regan Communi- 
cations Croup, is loaded with local media vets from the 
Herald, WHDH, WBZ, and WCVB. 

Whatever's to blame, it’s unfortunate that Boston's 
press has kept quiet. There’s a host of stories to be done 
here, from Entercom’s corporate culture to what Strange’s 
death says about the state of radio today. (In an article 
titled “Deregulating Radio to Death,” Wired reporter Randy 
Dotinga said lax FCC oversight and industry-wide job 
cutbacks paved the way for Strange’s death.) For now, 
though, we'll have to look for those stories elsewhere.

But this 
description doesn’t justice. The 
book is, at the same time, a protracted 
inquiry into the purposes of journalism, 
probing social and cultural history, and 
a meditation on the value of “objectivity.” 

That The Race Beat works on so many 
levels — and reads like a novel, despite 
being laden with facts testifies the 
talents and pedigrees its authors. 
Klibanoff, who’s currently the Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution’s managing edi- 
tor for news, spent two decades at the 
Philadelphia In quirer, including stints as the 
paper’s national correspondent and dep- 
uty managing editor. (He also worked for 
the Globe for three years.) About half of 
Klibanoff’s Inquirer tenure, in turn, came 
when Roberts was the paper’s executive 
editor. This was golden age for the 
Inquirer: during Roberts’s 18 years atop 
the masthead, the paper won a remark- 
able 17 Pulitzer Prizes. 

Earlier his career, the mid 
1960s, Roberts had covered the race beat 
for the Times; he rejoined the paper as 
managing editor in 1994, and isnowa 
professor of journalism at the University 
of Maryland, College Park. Last week, 
Roberts spoke the Phoenix from his 
home in New York about The Race Beat 
and its implications for journalism 
today. An edited transcript follows.

It was certainly the 
story of my lifetime. While I covered the 
war in Vietnam, and spent months cover- 
ing the aftermath of the Kennedy assas- 
sination, and covered labor, nothing had 
quite the emotional or societal impact 
that the race story did. And you’re quite 
right that few stories carry that kind 
emotional wallop. 

the other hand, there are stories 
all over the place that are important 
society that aren’t being covered fully.

King heard about it, and told 
him that they had sufficient civil-rights 
workers — that because he didn’t take the 
picture, the world didn’t see this.

Number one, 
about the time Little Rock occurred, more 
households in America had television sets 
than not, so this could come right in the 
living room.

But the thing that really set thinking 
occurred when I was 12 or 13 years old. I had 
just joined the Boy Scouts. was visiting 
cousins; their father was farm manager 
at a state mental hospital for blacks, and 
their next-door neighbor had two sons who 
were Eagle Scouts. Segregation being what 


it was, black kids and white kids even swam 
the creek that ran through the hospital 
different times. Black kids swam at lunch- 
time, for example, when the white kids 
were having lunch. 

A black kid ran up during lunch one day, 
and said one his friends had gone down 
and hadn’t come up. The Eagle Scouts and 
my cousins and | all rushed down to the 
creek to see what we could do. And I, being 
the youngest in the group, was assigned to 
run to a neighboring house and call for an 
ambulance, which I did. Of course, I didn’t 
specify whether it was a black ambulance 
or a white ambulance; I didn’t even know, I 
guess, that there was a differentiation. 

The Eagle Scouts located the black kid, 
brought him to shore; it was probably 
hopeless. Everybody was working on him, 
giving him artificial respiration. And then 
the ambulance came by. The driver got 
out, looked at the kid, and said, “This is a 
white ambulance” — and got back into the 
ambulance and drove away. It probably, 
truthfully, wouldn’t have made any dif- 
ference. But the thought that people could 
make racial distinctions in a matter of life 
or death caused me. . . it was sort of a 
seed that lay was growing up. 
looked things little differently. 


1S 1T GOING TOO FAR TO SAY THAT THE 
WHITE DISCOVERY THE RACE 
BEAT LED THE BLACK PRESS’S PERMA- 
NENT MARGINALIZATION? THE OUTSET, 
THEY'RE COVERING RACE MATTERS WITH 
ATTENTIVENESS AND ENGAGEMENT 
THAT'S MISSING IN THE WHITE MEDIA. BUT 
THEN SHOVED ASIDE WHEN LAW

The first black front-page 
editorial said, basically, “Too long have 
other people spoken for us; we want to 
argue our own case.” And arguably, there 
have been civil-rights move- 
ment without the black press paving the 
way for But once the white press start- 
ed covering the story, and when televi- 
sion got into the act, the need of Ameri- 
can blacks for immediate news about race 
was Satisfied. And the black newspapers, 
which were mostly weeklies, sort of lost 
their hold. It didn’t happen overnight, 
but you can argue that from the Emmett 
Till case through Birmingham about 
six years the black press’s impact dra- 
matically decreased.

Popham was a wonderful guy and racon- 
teur, but very much a Virginia gentle- 
man. He spoke with a Tidewater accent, 
and basically, he had no stomach for 
covering story which his cousins were 
ripping themselves apart. 

Sitton had another attitude entirely. He 
convinced the Times to move the Southern 
bureau out of Chattanooga, where they 
owned the paper, to Atlanta, where there 
was decent air transportation. He started 
covering right off emergency 
story, and he sort of wrote the book on it. 


AND THE TIMES WAS CAUGHT FLAT-FOOTED 
DUE TO POPHAM'S APPROACH. HE'D BEEN 
SAYING, ESSENTIALLY, THE SOUTH MAY HAVE 
SOME TROUBLES, BUT THINGS ARE GETTING 
BETTER. HE WASN'T WRITING PR, EXACTLY, 
BUT HE WAS GIVING THE REGION'S PROB- 
LEMS A SOFT SELL. I think that’s right. He 
liked to seek out “reasonable people,” and 
talk about race reasonably. He probably 
knew most black college presidents in 
the South, and many of the white college 
presidents and civic leaders. He would 
sit down and talk to them, and you 
would get very rational conversations; 
meanwhile, these great passions were 
developing on either side. Black South- 
erners were becoming more committed 
the cause, and white resistance was 
growing. And 1 don’t think he saw that. 
He may have seen it, but he really didn’t 
want to be in the middle of a mob in 
Little Rock. This wasn’t the way Popham 
thought life should be lived. 


WHAT DO YOU THINK ABOUT THE WAY RA- 
CIAL ISSUES AMERICA ARE COVERED 
THE PRESS TODAY? One the big develop- 
ments — and it’s had a lot of ramifications 
— there are now a significant number of 
black journalists on mainstream news- 
papers. In the ’30s, 40s, and news- 
were segregated the rest 
society. And diversity has heightened the 
consciousness, I think, of people in the 
newsroom about race. I think if we are 
missing an element of the story, it prob- 
ably has less to do about race than it has to 
do about poverty and inequality of wealth 
and forth. tend forget that the Na- 
tional Press Club not only didn’t have black 
members; the first black speaker wasn’t 
until 1962, which was Martin Luther King. 
We've come a long way since then, but we 
still have our imperfections. 


HOW ABOUT THE STATE OF RACE 

RELATIONS IN THE US TODAY? They ’ve con- 
siderably advanced. Today you have black 
electorate, and many, many black officials 
in America, including the Deep South. 
That just did not exist the middle the 
2oth century. 

The whole name the game white 
supremacy in the South was to create fear, 
and fear, you could “keep the black 
his place.” The big thing that’s happened 
the South, addition voting-rights 
legislation and public accommodations, 
that the fear has vanished. Blacks might 
fear that policeman might trigger- 
happy something, but there’s not 
fear, and large, that when you enter 
the justice system, all lost. There are 
black jurors and black judges. forget 
that, in the 1950s, black jurors in any 
place the South were unheard of.

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WHO’S LOOKING YOU, KID?

tudents, warned: the college 
of your choice may be watching 
you, and will more than likely be 
keeping eye you once you 
enter the hallowed campus gates 
America’s institutions of higher education 
are increasingly monitoring students’ ac- 
tivity online and scrutinizing profiles, not 
only for illegal behavior, but also for what 
the 2m to be inappropriate speech. 
Contrary to popular misconceptions, 


the speech codes, censorship, and double 
standards of the culture-wars heyday of 
80s and ‘90s are alive and kicking, 
nd they are now colliding with the lat- 
est explosion of communication technol- 
ogy. Sites like Facebook and MySpace are 
becoming the largest battleground yet for 
student free speech. Whatever campus 
administrators’ intentions (and they are 
often mixed), students need to know that

online jokes, photos, and comments can 
get them in hot water, no matter how 
effusively their schools claim respect 
free speech. The long arm of campus 
officialdom is reaching far beyond the 
bounds of its buildings and grounds and 
into the shadowy realm cyberspace. 


SCARY EXPERIENCE 
Consider the case of Justin Park, a Korean- 
American student at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity in Baltimore. An intelligent and 
driven young man smart enough start 
at Hopkins at 15 — Justin began his junior 
year this past fall. But due to charges of 
racial harassment stemming from a party 
invitation he posted on Facebook, he was 
suspended from school this past Novernber 
As social chair of his fraternity, Justin 
the Hood” party, one many intentionally 
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un-PC themed parties the fraternity had 
thrown over the years (others included a 
“White Trash Trailer Bash” and a “Catholic 
Schoolgirl Party”). Taking his cues from 
Chapelle's Show and MTV videos, he crafted 
the call, listing gangsta rapper Ice- 
the party’s host and asking partygoers 
to “come dressed in yo’ bomb ass Halloween 
costume or git smok’d.” It was an awkward 
attempt, to be sure, but Justin thought it 
was the kind ironic humor that his peers 
would recognize as making fun of himself 
and the party much anything else. 
tin posted the party invitation 
Facebook. After all, every one his 
friends was a member of Facebook. Come 
to think of it, so was pretty much the 
entire student body. And that’s where the 
problem started. 

Justin's friends weren't the only ones 
who saw his invitation. fact, the 
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university’s director of Greek 
Affairs regularly monitored 
Facebook activity — and he 
was not amused. Calling the 
invite offensive, he asked 
Justin to take it down. He 
did. But once the invite was 
removed, people kept e-mail- 
ing Justin, asking the party 
was still on

to Baltimore as an “HIV pit” 
and made mocking refer- |

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ences to O.J. Simpson and 
Johnnie Cochran. As far as 
Justin and his friends were 
concerned, however, the 
invite was an obvious joke. 

The party was held the 
next night, and it was 
well-attended. Not all who 
came, however, enjoyed 
themselves. According 
the Baltimore Sun, mem- 
bers of the Black Student 
Union attended the party, 
and to many of them the 
party was a direct affront, 
celebration negative 
racial stereotypes. Black 

tudent Union members 

took particular offense 
skeleton pirate dangling 
from a noose, which they 
perceived obvious 
symbol of lynching. (The 
university later con- 
cluded, however, that the 
skeleton had been meant 
represent the motion 
picture Pirates of the Caribbean.) 

A week later, Justin received a letter 
from John Hopkins’s associate dean of 
students, informing him that he’d been 
charged with violating university policy 
because the language used his invita- 
tions. Specifically, Johns Hopkins charged 
Justin with “failing respect the rights 
others and to refrain from behavior that 
impairs the university’s purpose its 
reputation the community,” violating 
the “university’s anti-harassment policy,” 
“failure to comply with the directions of 
university administrator,” “conduct 
pattern conduct that harasses person 
or a group,” and “intimidation.” 

Although they sound official, these 
quasi-legal charges wouldn’t stand for 
2003 statement the Department 
Education’s Office Civil Rights (OCR), 
the legal standard for “harassment” 
behavior that is “sufficiently serious (i.e., 
severe, persistent, or pervasive) as to limit 
deny student’s ability participate 
benefit from educational program.” 
The OCR, in fact, issued the 2003 state- 
ment address the rampant abuse

VAST NEW FRONTIER 
Facebook and MySpace battles between 
students and universities have evolved 
through three distinct phases. 

The first few Facebook cases began 
trickling the Foundation for 
Individual Rights Education (FIRE, 
where both authors this article work) 
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sometime in late 2005. This first wave 
typically involved students documenting 
themselves engaged illegal behavior, 
like underage drinking using illegal 
drugs. Maybe this shouldn’t surprising; 
after all, analysts estimate that Facebook 
the Internet’s largest host user-sub- 
mitted photos, with over 2.3 million being 
uploaded daily. That tops even dedicated 
photography sites like Flickr.com. was 
perhaps inevitable that students would 
eventually upload pictures themselves 
others drinking otherwise partying 
and just inevitable that administra- 
tors would eventually see these incrimi- 
nating snapshots and take action. 

The next wave Facebook cases con- 
cerned censorship in its rawest form, 
updated for the Internet age. Typically 
these cases involved administrators, fac- 
ulty, student officials being criticized 
satirized online. Instead responding 
with more speech, the “victimized” party 
often moved for censorship, thus echoing 
the centuries-old lament censors the 
world over: believe free speech and all, but 
will not mocked! 

For example, Syracuse University, 
students who created Facebook group 
make fun teaching assistant were 
expelled from the class and placed 
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received reports of racially 
themed parties at the 


University of Connecticut 
Law School, Tarleton 
State University (TX), and 
Clemson University — and 
in each case, the party 
was discovered via student 
postings on Facebook, The 
UConn party was typical of 
the three. According the 
Hartford Courant, law students 
“dressed hip-hop clothes 
and toted 4o-ounce bottles 
of malt liquor”; photos later 
posted Facebook depicted 
“partygoers wearing do-rags, 
muscle shirts, hoodies, and 
necklaces with gold medal- 
lions.” Along similar lines, 
at the University of Illinois 
Urbana-Champaign, a cam- 
pus debate about the school’s 
mascot, Chief Illiniwek, has 
been engulfed contro- 
versy since the creation of 
a Facebook group called “If 
They Get Rid of the Chief I’m 
Becoming a Racist.” 


PUBLIC, PRIVATE, AND THE

start cracking down student speech 
just because Facebook’s popularity. De- 
spite the fact that such institutions rely 
free and open exchange serve their 
societal functions, universities both pub- 
lic and private have been policing student 
speech for decades. While ourselves 
favors imagining that there was ever 
time collegiate history that students’ 
rights were perfectly respected, the cam- 
pus free-speech movement the 1960s 
and was highly successful.

speech codes explicitly prohibiting sub- 
stantial amounts protected speech.

exual orientation.” While these codes may

uwfe pigs.” Of course, because such codes are 
mpossible enforce across the board 
irtually everyone would be guilty of violat-

ihd so that administrators can resuscitate 
hem as needed. 

Despite their pervasiveness, though, 
peech codes public universities are flat- 
yut unconstitutional. Public universities 
ire state actors, and are thus bound to 
the Constitution, including you 
suessed it! — the First Amendment. 

While hardly sympathetic, federal 
ourts have deemed even offensively 
hemed parties protected expression in 
sublic colleges and universities.

lenged. That means that thousands col- 
leges and universities can rest assured that 
their codes are safe for the time being. 

The guarantees of the First Amendment 
generally not apply students private 
schools, since the First Amendment regu- 
lates only government not private 
conduct. However, the vast majority of pri- 
vate universities make extensive promises 
of free speech and academic freedom, pre- 
sumably to lure the most talented students 
and faculty, and reassure them that they 
can engage truly open inquiry once they 
are part of the campus community. 

For example, Princeton University 
advertises that “free inquiry and free 
expression within the academic communi- 
ty” are “indispensable” the achievement 
of Princeton’s goals. Boston University, 
meanwhile, promises the right “to teach 
and learn atmosphere unfet- 
tered free inquiry and exposition.” Yet 
both these universities prohibit great 
deal speech that would protected 
the First Amendment, including speech 
that “demeans” others’ “beliefs.” 

they are clearly unlawful pub- 
lic colleges and contrary the mission 
private colleges, why are speech codes 
hardy? Undeniably, powerful climate, 
particularly with regard race and reli- 
gious issues, remains campus, well 
tenacious belief that some students 


and administrators have right not 
offended. What is less well known, how- 
ever, that speech codes are maintained 
schools small part due deeply held 
fear civil liability for harassment law- 
suits arising from Title the Education 
Amendments of 1972. Title IX prohibits dis- 
crimination including sexual harassment 
any education program receiving fed- 
eral funding. Plaintiffs meritorious sex- 
ual-harassment lawsuits stand win large 
damage awards, and the sheer number 
those suits has become quite significant. 
Even when the claim truly frivolous, the 
cost mounting defense substantial. 

attempt prevent these claims, 
educational institutions have adopted 
corporate risk-management posture. 
the private corporate world, where the 
First Amendment inapplicable, the 
response the explosion sexual-harass- 
ment-litigation has been adopt policies 
that dramatically expand the definition 
harassment, and handle such charges 
in-house, attempt pre-empt 
harassment lawsuits. While there noth- 
ing sexual-harassment law that prohib- 
its “offensive” speech without reference 
its severity pervasiveness, corporate 
policies routinely prohibit any kind 
subjectively “offensive” interaction and 
encourage the reporting such interac- 
tions higher management.

Paranoia about sexual-harassment 
liability campus has been the rise 
for years. deciding between the fear 
harassment lawsuits, which are compara- 
tively common and expensive, and passing 
speech codes, legal challenges which 
are comparatively rare and inexpensive, 
speech too often the loser. 


THROUGH THE LOOKING GLASS 
light this shameful tradition 
controlling and limiting student speech 
college campuses, should not 
surprised that social-networking sites like 
MySpace and Facebook which greatly in- 
crease the visibility once-private student 
interaction — send university administra- 
tors into blind panic. And if, light 
that, increased administrative online 
monitoring seems inevitable; it is all the 
more given that fellow survey 
these sites, too, and report findings. 
Even unaffiliated gadflies tan get 
the act. Badjocks.com, a popular Web site 
that reports instances student- 
athlete misconduct, has achieved national 
prominence combing through student 
athletes’ Internet profiles search pic- 


= tures of “jocks behaving badly,” often with 
terrible results for both the athletes and 


their schools’ athletic departments. For 


= generation that has been keeping journals 


and posting photos themselves online 
since they were elementary school, 
simply too easy play “gotcha!” with the 
online “paper trails” left students, and 
too many administrators seem willing 
respond with heavy hands. 

It’s always possible that, after pro- 
tracted and probably nasty fight, campus 
administrators will realize that inter- 
student online communication some- 
times coded, sarcastic, and harsh — and 
thus incredibly easy to misinterpret — and 
that neither wise, nor even really 
possible, police all 
Thankfully, this month’s Association for 
Student Judicial Affairs conference, one of 
the top conventions campus disciplinary 
officials, some lecturers argued strongly 
against administrators hunting down stu- 
dent speech online. Less encouragingly, 
when these same meetings 
asked how many check out their students’ 
online profiles, the overwhelming majority 
of hands went up. 

much more worrisome administra- 
tive response one seriously discussed 
recent sports-law conference New 
York City that FIRE attended — is more 
likely: the establishment newly expand- 
ed university bureaucracies consisting of 
multiple administrators serving cam- 
pus Internet cops. Students and those who 
value freedom speech should gravely 
concerned.

necessary. Constitutional law is already 
extremely protective of speech, whether 
some college administrators choose 

acknowledge this fact not. From 
flag burning to cartoons implying Jerry 
Falwell lost his virginity in a drunken 
outhouse encounter with his own 
mother to virtual pornography and even 
burning crosses, 
the Supreme Court 
has been very clear 
that “If there is a 
bedrock principle 
underlying the First 
Amendment, it is 
that the govern- 
ment may not pro- 
hibit the expression 
of an idea simply 
because society 
finds the idea itself 
offensive or dis- 
agreeable.” 

The Court has 
long recognized 
that not only is 
contrary 
our principles 
police speech, 
but that those in 
power are uniquely 
unqualified judge 
the value of words. 
After all, as Justice 
Harlan wrote in the 
1971 case of Cohen 
v. California, “one 
man’s vulgarity is 
another's lyric.” 
First Amendment 
case law provides 
real and useful wis- 
dom and guidance 
to universities con- 
sidering expanding 
their speech codes 
into the virtual 
world: it is a bad idea to police humor, 
it is a terrible idea to enforce taste, and 
politeness, while commendable, must 
not the law. Attempts result 
in arbitrary enforcement and abuse. 

Justin Park’s case may be the harbin- 
ger things come. response 
the uproar about his Halloween invite, 
Johns Hopkins, one of the world’s elite 
universities, acted quickly enact 
shiny new speech code, far more 
restrictive than the policy already 
place. Titled “Principles for Ensuring

Equity, Civility and Respect for All,” 
the new code states sanctimoniously 
that “[rjude, disrespectful behavior is 
unwelcome and will not be tolerated.” 
While Johns Hopkins, private uni- 
versity, is not explicitly bound by the 
First Amendment, this code is impos- 
sible to reconcile with the school’s 
stated commitments to free speech. Are 
we really to believe 
that 
to the University’s 
purpose is the free 
and open exchange 
of ideas,” if students 
may be suspended 
any time the admin- 
istration deems 
joke opinion 
rude? Doesn't the 
university under- 
stand that there 
always something 
arguably “disrespect- 
ful” any dissent- 
ing voice? Hopkins, 
which clearly wants 
establish itself 
as a progressive and 
enlightened institu- 
tion, has decided to 
pass code that 
myopic and imperi- 
ous any moral- 
ity regulation the 
Victorian era. 

the ongoing 
search for iden- 
tity and individual 
truth, students will 
engage conversa- 
tions others may 
view inappropri- 
ate, just as they 
always have. 
pleasant polite- 
ness may be, it is of 
minuscule impor- 
tance compared with the necessity 
robust discussion on our college cam- 
ever, occasional offense 
small price pay for continuing 
honor the wisdom the Bill Rights 
navigate through this unparal- 
leled communications revolution. ©

Back in 2005, a former Fisher College student 
was the poster boy for the perils of social net- 
working. Cameron Walker, previously a sopho- 
more and president of the Boston school’s 
student-government association, was expelled 
after using Facebook to post critiques of a cam- 
pus security officer. 

In a profile of Facebook founder Mark Zuck- 
erberg, Rolling Stone cast Fisher in a heroic 
light: “[i]t’s not just bad behavior that's raising 
red flags. Cameron Walker, the twenty-year- 
old student-body president of Fisher College 
Facebook group to rally against an unpopular 
campus cop.” 


Really, though, that description may have been 
too kind. Walker didn't just criticize the officer in 
question; he actually advocated framing him to 
take him down. “Either we get a petition going [we 
need at least SOO signatures] or we try and set him 
up,” Fisher wrote, according to the Globe. “He's got 
to do something wrong, in either case, he’s gotta 
foul up at some point . . . anyone willing to get ar- 
rested?” 

In the end, though, it was Fisher who took the 

all — and the ACLU of Massachusetts opted not 
to champion his cause. All of which reinforces the 
point: when using sites like Facebook stick 
the Man, discretion the better part valor.

Bang Camaro unveil their debut 


SPECTACLE “We wanted that sound,” Alex Necochea says the band’s massed 
vocal-choir performances. 


f you've ever known someone in a band, 

dated someone in a band, been friends 

with someone in a band, or even dated 

someone whose cousin knows someone 

in a band, then you're aware of a cruel 
truism: it’s hard keep three people, 
much less four or five, on the same page for 
long enough write, record, and tour be- 
hind an album. Sometimes it’s hard just to 
get that many people the same room to- 
gether often enough learn 
set songs. you’re not 
taken aback by what Bang 
Camaro have achieved over 
the past year, then you know 
nothing the ego maladies, 
artistic squabbles, and other 
difficulties your average 
band must overcome during 
what’s commonly known as 
the formative stage. What started one 
those amusing ideas couple friends 
come up with after too many drinks has for 
guitarists Alex Necochea and Bryn Bennett 
become full-time gig. And doesn’t in- 
volve just two or three other musicians. 
More like 20. 

“It was probably year ago,” Necochea 
recalls over dinner and drinks at the B-Side 
Lounge. “We had recorded six songs, and 
sitting right over there, and 
had idea what were going do.”

amon Albarn — Blur frontman, 

Gorillaz supremo, and now mil- 

lennial minstrel the drowning 

city of London — is that eerie 

modern specimen, the pop star 
who talks like a critic. I’m sure he doesn’t 
think like critic; it’s quite impossible 
move millions units while thinking like 
But certainly does talk like one. 
In 1995, when the BBC was making a pro- 
gram called Britpop Now, Albarn “suggested 
to the show’s producers,” as John Harris 
writes in his book The Last Party, “that he 
might take the role presenter.” The pro- 
ducers were delighted with the idea, and 
Albarn duly wrote and performed intro- 
duction that apart from single, intru- 
sive “we” — could have been taken verba- 
tim from moderately insightful potboiler 
band biography: “Three years ago the 
spring 1992 Blur had embarked their 
second tour of America. We’d been there 
the previous autumn and had been very 
well received, but this time was very dif- 
ferent. In short, Nirvana, Nirvana — 
everywhere Nirvana.” 

Pop stars, unless they’re David Bowie, 
not talk like that. The great Blur/Oasis 
showdown that was full swing even 
Albarn rehearsed his lines for Britpop Now 
was battle, when you got right down 
it, between man happy contemplate 
his band the third person and another 
man Liam Gallagher who seemed in- 
capable escaping the first, who didn’t 
use phrases like “in short” but stood ta- 
bles pubs and shouted about getting in- 
fight with the Beatles. famously 
boasted, “I had a dream where I drop- 
kicked him the throat, George, and 
smashed McCartney from here Jupiter 
and back. didn’t have his seatbelt on. 
My name is disturbance!” It was Liam’s de- 
vouring, one-eyed ego, teetering over the 
huge rehashed chords and the rhythm sec- 
tion that sounded would fall off the 
edge the world stopped playing 
4/4, that drove Oasis into pop greatness. 
Albarn, condemned to be self-aware, 
would have work little harder. 

And work he did, prodigiously. He 
swerved, dabbled, collaborated, brain- 
stormed. magpied and gadfly’d. 
went to Africa and made Mali Music (Astral- 
werks) with Afel Bocoum, Toumani Dia- 
bate, and Ko Kan Ko Sata Doumbia. He 
wrote a film score (Ravenous) with Michael 
Nyman. mind meld with fellow con- 
ceptualizer Jamie Hewlett he dreamed up a 
virtual pop act Gorillaz and had some 
huge non-virtual hits. currently 
working “circus opera” that takes its 
theme from Chinese legend. (Forty-five 
acrobats and Shaolin choir are said 
involved its performance.) And now

commentary might possible after 
minutes with the press kit. The Rotisserie 
Baseball quality the band’s line-up an- 
other brilliant distraction: Paul Simonon, 
as I’ve said before, is a man whose name 
alone has the cadence good, craggy 
reggae bass line, and the prospect this 
low-end ruler of West London punk rock 
teaming with genius Afro-polyrhyth- 
mist like Tony Allen tasty indeed, with 
the additional presence Danger Mouse 
hinting all manner possibilities. 

fact and it’s not altogether sur- 
prise The Good, the Bad the Queen much 
more about Albarn than about any his dis- 
tinguished collaborators. long- 
limbed dub bass goes loping recognizably 
through the opening “History Song,” and 
Allen gets shuffling “Three Changes.” 


But by and large the musicians play with 
lush lounge-band restraint, strolling and 
vamping behind their lead singer as he 
weaves old England’s winding sheet. 

It works and it doesn’t work. “80's Life,” 
with its Blur outtake of a title, plink- 
along measurable effect. But 
“Herculean” is ravishing, a velvety, cav- 
ernous Danger Mouse backdrop that 
sounds like the forgotten parts the 
Clash’s Sandinista as reconceived by John 
Barry. “Fri-day night in the kingdom of 
doom” begins the single “Kingdom 
Doom,” and Albarn’s sing-song delivery is 
perfect, capturing breath the feyness 
and seediness of a night out in London's 
West End: the glue sniffers circling under 
ancient spires, the throb of vice from the 
overlit pubs. The brokenhearted London- 
ness of the music is somehow amplified by 
Albarn’s wandering, Parisian sense 
melody: on “Nature Springs” he sings like 
a Situationist on a dérive, elegantly and 
emptily adrift in the music. 

The lyrics are mostly moody, fall-of- 
Babylon stuff: wars, tidal waves, and crack- 
heads the village green. The Apocalypse 
has become tradition sorts British 
pop music: “And dread, dread think 
what the future will bring/When we're liv- 
ing real gangster time,” sang the Specials 
in 1979's “Gangsters.” A year later they re- 
leased “Ghost Town,” and the lugubrious 
choirs and tumbleweed touches that song 
are all over The Good, the Bad the Queen. Al- 
barn is not anticipating The End with the 
meltdown intensity of, say, Killing Joke’s 
Jaz Coleman: he is more of a casual boule- 
vardier down the dissolving corridors of the 
future. Changes” sings, “Today 
dull and mild/On stroppy little island 
mixed-up people...” 

There is much self-consciousness here, 
much flattering the critical sensibility, 
but the end you can allow Albarn his 
London Fields and his Hangover Square, you can 
allow him the Specials, the Kinks, the 
Clash, even the ghost of the Ruts, you can 
allow him J.G. Ballard and Iain Sinclair 
and Peter Ackroyd, because by packing on 
these geological layers influence 
only imitating the city that his subject, 
carbon-black with the coatings age. Lon- 
don works like this, compacted into a si- 
multaneity its own historical weight: 
the utterance the words “palace walls” 
“Kingdom Doom,” William Blake ap- 
pears angelic form, chanting, “And the 
hapless soldier’s sigh/Runs blood down 
palace And the voice which 
Albarn sings this city is, appropriately, 
not altogether his own but voice made 
for the purpose, sighing with the fatalistic 
vowels old London, where “no” becomes 
“now” and “day” turns into “die.”

The experimental hip-hop Dalek

Listening to Dalek (pronounced DIE- 

a-leck) is a visceral experience for 
even the most prepared listener. Layers 
feedback and guitar tones are packed into 
wall sound that battles with the raps 
Will Brooks — a/k/a dalek. (In lowercase, 
he’s the duo’s MC, who also produces with 
partner Oktopus.) The result creates an air 
paranoia and frustration, intellectual 
well sonic challenge. And it’s 
difficult know just where file Dalek. 
“We've been attached to every genre that 
has come out and gotten big and gone 
away,” Brooks laughs from his studio in 
Newark. “At one point were attached 
the trip-hop thing, the IDM thing. Now we 
are kind this metal hip-hop thing. 
keep telling people, I just make hip-hop.” 

In spite ‘of Brooks’ S assertions, Dalek’s 
new Abandoned Language, their third for Mike 
Ipecac label, isn’t exactly brim- 
ming with hip-hop beats and rhymes. And 
Dalek, who play upstairs the Middle East 
this Wednesday, garnered good portion 
their following on tours with two fellow 
Ipecac artists, the sludge-metal Melvins 
and the equally heavy Isis. They've also col- 
laborated with IDM prankster Kid 606 and 
krautrock legends Faust. Their last album, 
2004's Absence, got compared with every- 
thing from Bloody Valentine the 
avant-metal of Sunn O))) and Wolf Eyes. 
There may only few degrees separa- 
tion between Dalek and avant hip-hop 
group like Anti-Pop Consortium, but 
they’re still miles and miles from BET’s 
106th and Park. 

the other hand, line can drawn 
from the distorted drums and siren-laced 
ghetto atmosphere the Bomb Squad created 
for Public Enemy during hip-hop’s golden 
era to the angry storm clouds that thunder 
over the tidal waves fuzz and feedback 


that flood the rocky shores of Abandoned 
Language. And just subversive politics 
were integral Public Enemy’s mission, 
the issues dalek addresses his songs are 
every bit important the sonic com- 
plexity: America’s prison system, the 
commodification culture, and the 
whitewashing history the US, 
among others. Brooks, who is of Hispanic 
descent, makes explicit statement 
purpose the minute-long title track: 
“The weak inherit what and when is my 
question/I read your weak history text, 
they never mention/A solitary second of 
my people’s true intentions.” 

It was on Absence that dalek came into 
his own heavyweight lyricist. But 
on that disc, it’s hard to hear him 
through the unrelenting sonic sludge. 
With Abandoned Language, the duo have 
refined their signal-to-noise ratio ina 
way that creates a space for dalek’s 
rhymes. “If we made Absence over and 
over again it would just kinda be bor- 

ing,” he says, both excited and defen- 
sive, then adding that “more than 
anger, what this record has is a kind of 
sadness to it that I really like.” 

That’s not to say he has any illusions 
about sparking revolution. don’t 
know one individual can have that 
tell people that the house fire. 
don’t know how put the fire out. I’m 
not fireman. But someone has point 
out that the house fire. There are 
definitely things that need to improve, 
and starting dialogue step the 
right direction.”

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Ricky Jay releases album

icky Jay laughs when | tell him he 
seems this the first time that 
Jay, a Brooklyn-born bear of a man 
with full beard and grizzled vis- 
age, has been compared to the greatest 
dancer Hollywood’s Golden Age. But like 
Astaire, Jay has way making the impos- 
sible look effortless and elegant. What's dif- 
ferent is that Astaire entertained with his 
slinky legs and a pair of taps; Jay employs 
his adept hands and a deck of cards. 

Jay is one of the top card handlers in the 
world. He began performing magic, with 
his grandfather’s encouragement, at age 
seven; came national attention 
1970, when he threw a playing card 
through watermelon rind then repeat- 
edly hit the same incision — at 10 paces on 
Johnny Carson's Tonight Show. 

But despite two David Mamet-directed 
theatrical productions that showcase his 
sleight-of-hand mastery and his abundant 
knowledge of the lore of cards, magic, 
cheating, and curiosities of all kinds, he’s 
best known character actor. played 
Bond villain Henry Tomorrow Never 
Dies and appeared Paul Thomas Ander- 
son’s Boogie Nights and Magnolia. He was type- 
cardsharp Eddie Sawyer TV’s Dead- 
wood. His long association with play- 
wright/filmmaker Mamet also includes 
roles in House of Games, The Spanish Prisoner , 
and State and Main. 

So his first public foray into music, the 
2legantly packaged set Ricky Jay Plays Poker 
(Octone/Legacy), comes as an engaging — 
albeit gambling-themed — surprise. The 
just-released box is a card fanatic’s fantasy. 
Inside there’s eclectic poker- 
themed songs that range from the 1920s 
string-band music the Mississippi Sheiks 
to Robert Johnson’s vintage blues to R&B leg- 
end O.V. Wright Bob Dylan pop mod- 
ernists Saint Etienne. The mostly rootsy 
numbers are about cheating, heartbreak, 
power, desire, loss, anger window into 
the emotionally and psychologically charged 
territory of the game. 

Then there's a 25-minute DVD where Jay 
table players with his mind-bog- 
gling cheating skills, amusing anecdotes 
about underhanded playing, and pure pea- 
cock trickery. He’s also written a funny, in- 
formative 66-page book that describes his 
life-long fascination with the game and the 
history of cheating, with an analysis of the 
songs that explores asides about country leg- 
end Merle Travis’s picking style and the sub- 
tleties Patsy Cline’s catalogue. The icing 
handsome regulation deck playing cards 
made especially for the set. 

When spoke with Jay phone from Los 
Angeles, he’d just finished a run of his one- 
man show Ricky Jay and His 52 Assistants and

Q | Who on Earth would play cards with you? 

A| I really don’t play cards. I stopped a 
long time ago. You make a decision about 
whether you want to entertain with cards or 
play It’s pretty tough try both. 

Q | Is poker your favorite card game? 

A|I'm also fond of faro, but it’s really 
hard to get anybody to play that anymore. It 
was the most popular pre-poker betting 
game the world. Europe the 18th 
century it was a very big high-stakes game, 
and was popular the Old West. The pace 
poker much more appealing to- 
day’s players, and it’s much more interest- 
ing game in terms of psychology. Faro is 
mostly about betting the high and low card, 
and various propositions laid out along that. 

Q | You seem to know as much about the musi- 
cians on Ricky Jay Plays Poker as you do about 


the game and the various hands and cheating 
techniques they sing about. 

Not much, although absolutely 
love the music and I’ve been compiling 
gambling tunes for years for own 
amusement. I’m really interested in 
so-called old-timey music and blues, 
and spent large part early career 
opening for wide variety bands, 
have pretty eclectic taste. The history 
passionate about. 

I have many more songs in my files 
about gambling general and many other 
poker tunes, but this collection songs 
seems to mesh. We were very lucky to get 
the licensing everything wanted, 
with one exception. The Ray Charles estate 
wouldn't let us use “The Cincinnati Kid,” 
but because that got include Frank 
Krumit’s Poker Party,” with his 
marvelous little game, from the 1920s. 

Q | During the '7os you toured as an opener for 
bands. How brutal was that? 


| It could be brutal, but I didn’t work so 
much with rock groups. I worked mostly 
with blues acts, country bands, bluegrass 
jazz acts, like Emmylou Harris and David 
Grisman. Opening for Old and the Way 
with Jerry Garcia was far better than the 
time I opened for the B-52’s, which was 
clearly a bizarre match. Back then my hair 
was longer than most of the musicians’. I 
think was the first guy sleight-of- 
hand on that circuit. 

| In the set’s book, you mention that your career 
nearly ended the video shoot for Dylan’s “Ramblin’ 
Gamblin’ Willie.” What happened? 

After were done playing the poker 
game, they were through shooting Dylan, 
went his trailer and they turned the 
camera me. grip went make 
some adjustments with the lights and 
screwdriver fell out his tool belt from 
eight nine feet the air and landed 
my pinky. It was amazing. The whole place 
fell silent. I felt nauseous; it was extraordi- 
narily awful. I broke the silence by saying, 
“It’s not like use hands,” and people 
laughed. In retrospect, after I came back 
from the doctor, maybe the screwdriver 
landed just to the left of my hand and fell 
over it. But was absolutely frightening 
and potentially devastating. 

Q | Are your hands insured? 

No. used talk about doing that, 
but now after retelling that 

Q | Most people are familiar with you from your 
film roles, and you have a particularly fruitful associa- 
tion with David Mamet. How did that begin, and 
what's your connection? 

A|I met him through Jules Fisher, the 
most famous lighting designer Broadway 
history. Jules wanted permanent 
vaudeville theater New York and 
wanted Mike Nichols, David, and the 
project, so he got us together. From the mo- 
ment met David we’ve had very fast 
friendship, and it’s crossed from theater in- 
film and music.

THE VANDERMARK 
THE MATH 


The last time the Vandermark performed locally was the 
Artists-at-Large Gallery in Hyde Park, February 1, 2006. The 
quintet was then working cellist Fred Lonberg-Holm, 
who had replaced trombonist Jeb Bishop. times, Lonberg- 
Holm was a fifth wheel, and Ken Vandermark apologized to 
him for arrangements that sometimes left him hanging. 

more. Johnny February 13, the Vandermark 
5 was touring behind an excellent new album, A Discontinuous 
Line (Atavistic), and Lonberg-Holm has been thoroughly 
worked into the equation Vandermark’s poised balance 
freedom and precision. There plenty free blowing 
this band. Vandermark alternates baritone sax with clarinet 
and bass clarinet; Dave Rempis plays alto and tenor. Both 
deploy the full range of extended squawks, honks, and al- 
tissimo screeches that are the stock-in-trade the avant- 
garde. But there are also runs, unison ensem- 
ble themes both lyrical and bopping, fiendish leaps among 
odd meters, dramatic dynamic shifts that bring the music 
down from a shout to a whisper in a flash. Rempis in partic- 
ular can get a beautiful light, fluttery sound out of his alto 
that recalls Jimmy when isn’t tearing across free 
rhythm like Jimmy Lyons. 

Vandermark now fully exploits Lonberg-Holms’s range as 
part the string section with bassist Kent Kessler. the 
ballad “Further from the Truth,” the cellist introduced the 
melody high and lonesome before the rest the band 
joined in. Elsewhere, his sometimes skittery, sometimes 
plaintive solos were tonic for the two heavy horns, 
bowed ostinato rhythms that allowed Kessler range free, 
the two strings played keening bowed duets. Meanwhile, 
drummer Tim Daisy ramped dynamics and cued surprise 


turn-arounds. (The tension-and-re- 
lease narratives this band are 
tightly calibrated those 
three-minute pop tune.) for 
those meters, the last tune before 
the encore, “Compass Shatters 
Magnet,” worked through various 
dynamic shifts (it began with 
Daisy quietly rubbing his mallets 
against his drum heads) before set- 
tling into furious rock groove that 
was nonetheless impossible to 
count. Familiar and tantalizingly 
strange. When asked Kessler 
about the meter after the set, he 
Said it was alternating bars of 7/4 
and 6/4 —“rockin’ 13.”

AKRON/FAMILY 
NOISE FOLK 
MIDDLE EAST FEBRUARY 


It’s easy find yourself lost 
thought at an Akron/Family 
show. Or itching to participate in 
impromptu fireside hootenan- 
ny. Or maybe even jumping on 
stage, grabbing tambourine 
from the willing hands band 
member, and shaking along 
the beat as you chant with the an- 
themic folk tune like “Raising 
the Sparks” among frenzied 
mass of fans. If nothing else, you 
could have witnessed all the 
above when Akron/Family head- 
lined sold-out show upstairs 
the Middle East week ago Tues- 
day. The four Brooklynites — Seth 
Olinsky, Miles Seaton, Dana 
Janssen, and Ryan Vanderhoof — 
don’t have any actual family ties. 
But they split vocal and instrumental duties with fa- 
milial ease throughout set that was predictable its 
unpredictability. 

They began the show almost unnoticed, drifting 
from tuning the guitars into ambient, barely audi- 
ble soundscape that painted vague picture “Such- 
ness,” from their Akron/Family 2005 debut on former 
Swans leader Michael Gira’s Young Gods label. was 
calculated move: the crowd grew quiet until there was 
palpable stillness the room, just time for the band 
thunder into chaotic, noisy refrain filled with 
pounding bass and drums and aggressive guitar riffs. 

Then came greeting from Janssen, who joked, 
Akron, featuring Snoop Dogg” sly allusion 
Senegalese hip-hop star who goes the name 
Akon. Akron/Family aficionados wouldn't have found 
any of this surprising: the band’s attitude is every bit as 
tongue-in-cheek as their music, a kind of avant-folk 
full odd embellishments. Twice they ended songs 
simply staring outward silence, sort unspoken 
meditation exercise, until the crowd broke the quiet 
with uncomfortable laughs and bemused applause. 

The quartet are like sonic scientists, posing such 
questions “What defines music?” And they seem 
comfortable with the idea that there’s definition. 
When they played “Before and Again,” was difficult 
separate technical difficulties from intentional bleeps, 
blips, and crackling distortion. Tuning, silence, audi- 
ence participation, amplifier feedback all became 
part the performance, much the way that found 
sounds like crackling fire play role their al- 
bums. the end the show, after the crowd had in- 
deed swarmed the tiny stage, Seaton remarked, “I don’t 
know what just happened.” Maybe that was the point.

| SOME LOUD THUNDER | Seif-re- 
leased | Too bad this Brooklyn- 
Philly-Boston indie act got tapped as 
early as they did for the Internet big 
leagues; had people realized Clap 
Your Hands’ debut was a faceless, 
occasionally lovable, by-no-means 
spectacular album, they might not 
be so violently disappointed with 
this slightly less faceless, occasion- 
ally lovable follow-up. I miss the jit- 
tery Talking Heads-type numbers 
that stood out on the debut. Thunder 
has just one but it’s good: “Satan 
Said Dance” is built off a sloppy 
death-disco beat and scattershot 
electronics and a hook with a nod in 
the direction of Jacko (“He says to 
me to shake around/And don’t stop 
till you hit the ground”). “Underwa- 
ter (You and Me)” adds up to a tus- 
sled version of Love Affair’s “Ever- 
lasting Love,” which is good, and 
the song ber.efits from Flaming Lips 
collaborator Dave Fridmann’s pro- 
duction.

WEDNESDAY | XL | “I heard a sound 
when I was a child,” Elvis Perkins 
sings in “It's Only Me,” a typically 
introspective folk-pop number from 
this debut album. Perkins probably 


heard lots of sounds as a child: his 
dad was Anthony Perkins (perhaps 
best known as Norman Bates in Psy- 
cho) and his mom was the fashion 
photographer Berry Berenson. (His 
brother Oz, who drums on Ash 
Wednesday, is also in show biz; he 
played Reese Witherspoon's dorky 
law-school peer in Legally Blonde.) Yet 
Ash Wednesday is far from a celebra- 
tion of the Hollywood high life — it 
documents the periods shortly pre- 
ceding and following Berenson’s 
death on September 11, 2001, when 
she was on board American Airlines 
Flight 11 out of Logan. “It’s a Sad 
World After All” is the title of one 
cut here and a description of them 
all. If you're not in the mood for it, 
Perkins’s uncut melancholy can be 
a lot to swallow. Still, this is one of 
the prettiest bummers around.

®®® JESSE SYKES & THE SWEET 
HEREAFTER | LIKE, LIVE, LUST & 
THE OPEN HALLS OF THE SOUL | 
Barsuk | Jesse Sykes and her band 
conjure images of closing time at a 
dark tavern on a dusty street in a 
sleepy town. She’s the lonely singer 
at the end of the bar drinking 
whiskey and warning that “the ten- 
der heart will fool you so” while 
her mates strum and harmonize 
sympathetically nearby. The Seat- 
tle-based band are a collective of 
sorts headed by Sykes and former 
Whiskeytown guitarist Phil Wand- 
scher. Their third album sticks to 
the Neil-Young-meets-Cram-Par- 
sons folk rock of their first two but 
finds Sykes and Wandscher experi- 
menting with rockier blues and 


psychedelia. In her weathered, 
whispery-thin vocals, Sykes con- 
fesses her fears even as she admon- 
ishes you to keep your distance. 
Her voice drips uncertainty, the 
music exudes confidence. On “You 
Might Walk Away” she sings about 
the fallible nature of relationships 
as twanging guitars, tripped-out 
organs, and vocal whoops collide; 
the result is danceable rather than 
tragic. “Aftermath,” one of several 
ballads, dips a toe into the jazz 
pool, and “LLL” has haunting har- 
monies about “happy times.” But 
don’t get too optimistic — Sykes re- 
minds you, “Sometimes you have to 
kill the one you trust.”

So, fine, this multi- 
talented, hard-working Toronto 
Tapper nabbed the International Al- 
bum of the Year trophy at the 2003 
Source Awards for his Astralwerks 
debut, Exit; and his 2004 follow-up, 
Joyful Noise, went “double platinum” 
(just not anywhere certified by the 
RIAA). In hip-hop’s nation of birth, 
however, the former Kheaven Br- 
ereton lives up to his stage name — 
pronounced “Chaos” — only in 
small rock clubs that book occasion- 
al dates for also-ran alt-rappers. Yet 
on this third album, K-OS acts as if 
he couldn’t care less about Ameri 
can hip-hop’s strictures. This ma- 
jor-label debut lives up to its Hymns 
for Disco subtitle in its relentlessly 
upbeat spirit — the giddy sound of 
a pop star finding his stride. 
Bouncing from light reggae rid- 
dims to skanky rock guitar hooks to 
quick-tripping hip-hop to old- 
school soul ballads, its confident 
tour of Diaspora-based internation- 
al pop bounces out of the gate. It’s 
still too lightweight to win any 
hip-hop race, but at least you'll 
want to add K-OS’s name to your 
mental checklist as you peruse 
those small-rock-club listings.

His films are, fact, rather 
Ophulsian, romantic tragedies and ironic 
social melodramas, all them executed 
with emotionalism and sensitivity 
that imbue even the small-boned narra- 
tives with epic grandeur. And they’re 
breathtakingly beautiful, chock-a-block 
with ornate traveling sequences, un- 
orthodox points view, and abrupt cam- 
era flourishes that less confident film- 
maker would dare once twice sin- 
gle film. the same time, was one 
his generation’s pre-eminent di- 
rectors the sampling from his early

the mid century.

Maybe it’s a stretch, but I'd call German 
director Michael Hofmann’s three fea- 
tures, which are screening retrospec- 
tive at the Museum of Fine Arts, a kind of 
Mundane, as opposed to Divine, Comedy. 
Each poses search for redemption via 
pursuit of an idealized, or demonized, 
woman through obstacle course 
earthly woes. Unlike Dante’s original, 
though, this Comedy favors the point 
view the pursued woman: Beat- 
rice’s version desire, and set firmly 
the here and now. 

Hofmann begins agreeably enough 
with a genial Purgatory in Der Strand von Trou- 
Beach (1998). Lukas (Boris Alji- 
novic), a piano teacher who resembles 
Mozart, spots Nathalie (Karina Krawczyk) 
traffic light and after one-night stand 
decides she’s the one. Finding her poses 
problem, but manages track her 
down and pass the time until she returns 
from abroad working shopping mall 
and socializing with some the oddball 
women who also work there. One, Alice 
(Antje Westermann), proves a serious rival 
his elusive beloved. Will come down 
earth and admit it? Although poignant, 
funny, and symbolically ambitious, this 
Purgatory seems like day the beach.

The food- 
as-sex scenario has been played before 
films ranging from Tampopo Como agua 
para chocolate|Like Water for Chocolate, but at its 
best Eden illuminates that fleeting space be- 
tween people where, regardless the ap- 
petite indulged, Paradise can still found.

But the men have an- 
other identity. Here the film resonates for 
contemporary audiences: the Muslim sol- 
diers pray Allah before going into battle. 
No, they aren’t terrorists. They’re “our” 


erans from any colony that broke Gallic 
ties. Pure racism! Yet happy ending: 
Jacques Chirac saw Indigénes and pledged 
that France would honor its war debt.

Becket (1964) was wildly overrated in 

its day: directed Peter Glenville 
from Edward Anhalt’s insufferable script, 
adapted from so-so Jean Anouilh play, 
won Academy Award for Best Picture. 
For some reason (Peter O’Toole’s Best Ac- 
tor nomination, perhaps), it’s being re-re- 
leased (starts this Friday the Kendall 
Square). Two the British Isles’ most tal- 
ented but erratic stars are hammy 
holiday: Irishman Peter O’Toole the 
spoiled-brat Norman king Henry and 
Welshman Richard Burton the slightly 
more honorable Saxon (in real life also 
Norman), Thomas a Becket.

mer Soviet Republic reimagined as 
an updating of Al Capp’s Lower 
Slobbovia.

formance. It’s a climb that culminates in 
sold-out 1944 engagement Carnegie 
Hall that makes much the second act 
of the play. Here McMoon narrates with 
morbid yet exhilarated fascination the 
mounting audience hysteria as Foster 
Jenkins appears in a series of over-the-top 
costumes, butchering classics of the so- 
prano repertoire as surely as if Sweeney 
Todd lurked in her larynx. 

If you think Souvenir exaggerates either 
the awfulness Foster Jenkins’s singing 
the depth her delusion, you need only 
subject your ears to a couple of tracks of the 
CD Florence Foster Jenkins: The Glory (???7) of the 
Human Voice, on which the soprano unin- 
tentionally abuses her idols, from “Mr.

Rare is the biographical theater piece 
that seems to create a new genre of 
theater.

Dinah Was, Oliver Goldstick’s tightly script- 
ed, Obie-winning musical revue/narrative 
about the life of Dinah Washington, is in- 
genious and engaging and turns out to be 
about much more than the singer's life. 
Dinah Was would be entertaining even 
if all it did were to present singer/actor 
Laiona Michelle crooning Washington's 
signature hits, which include “What a Dif- 
f'rence a Day Makes” and “Come Rain or 
Come Shine.”

Goldstick has taken vignettes from Wash- 
ington’s life and interwoven them with 
her jazz and blues standards.

momentous revivals town 
showed how big the category 
classical ballet really is. Over 
the weekend George 

A Midsummer Night’s Dream (1962) 
completed its performances Boston 
Ballet, and Antony 1937 Dark Elegies 
was given four times Boston Conservato- 
ry. Both works had multiple casts, so the 
dancers didn’t get much time experi- 
ence their roles. 

You might think role playing isn’t 
the business classical ballet. least, 
that’s what George Balanchine said 
have believed. Actually, when served 
his purposes, Balanchine was wonder- 
ful storyteller and role creator; see his 
Nutcracker, Don Quixote, Coppélia, Pulcinella, 
Prodigal Son. 

Current critical and popular opinion 
favors Frederick Ashton’s streamlined, 
one-act The Dream, but lately appreciate 
the Balanchine version more and more. 
His expansive two-act celebration 
Shakespeare provides antidote the 
hyperactive, flavorless contemporary 
ballets see everywhere. invokes all 
the resources great ballet company: 
virtuosity, ensemble, acting, comedy, 
and the ability create poetic image. 

thought the Boston Ballet dancers met 
this challenge admirably. 

Night’s Dream one Balan- 
chine’s variations the traditional full- 
length-ballet formula. tells the whole 
Shakespeare’s complicated story the 
first act, then gives second-act wed- 
ding celebration with guest ensemble 
furnishing the entertainment. The music 
all Mendelssohn: largely the descriptive, 
dramatic incidental music the play for 
the first act, then string-symphony selec- 
tions for the divertissement. The lovers’ 
contentiousness and mix-ups get resolved 
and then transformed into the pure classi- 
cism the second act. Over both the real 
world the mortals and the idyllic for- 
malism the divertissement hovers the 
supernatural realm the fairies. 

At the heart of all this, and linking to- 
gether the ditzy mortals, the credulous 
rustics, the butterflies, bugs, fairies, and 
aristocratic celebrants, the idea the 
duet. Six seven different pas deux are 
strewn throughout the ballet, not only 
explore variations given form but 
convey character and states mind. Never 
has the Balanchinian imagination been

more tellingly deployed. 

First off, after the introductory pro- 
logue, get extended pas deux 
for Titania (Karine Seneca last Friday 
night) and a convenient Cavalier (Sabi 
Varga), accompanied her retinue 
fairies. They all seem running and 
leaping most the time. There’s sug- 
gestion romance this duet, it’s just 
expression joy and disinterested 
compatibility. 

Taken higher level perfection, 
the duet becomes exquisite paradigm 
harmony the second act (Lorna 
and Carlos Molina). tendency 
emphasize placement and transitions 
worked against the melting, legato 
changes that can make this duet 
poignant, but just see the choreogra- 
phy, serene after all the turmoil, was 
pleasure. 

Titania and her consort, Oberon, never 
dance together they’re absorbed get- 
ting the better each other most the 
time but when she wakes up, be- 
witched, and sees Bottom as a donkey (Ga- 
bor Kapin), she dances duet with him 
that’s parody the classical model, set 
most ravishing love 
theme. The poor galumphing weaver- 
turned-beast overwhelmed this won- 
drous female who seems infatuated 
with him, but tries imitate the 
moves and supports she shows him. Bal- 
anchine’s framing this farcical scene 
dance form that’s meant symbolize 
ideal love puts another layer feeling into 
the comedy. 

The four hapless mortal lovers’ merry 
chase set against the intimate holding 
and balancing moves the pas deux 
implicit partnerships broken apart 
fate. When they’re finally sorted out with 
the right partners, they celebrate their 
weddings with brief proper duets their 
own, and then share a triple duo with the 
duke, Theseus (Bo Busby), and his bride, 
Hippolyta (Lia Cirio). 

All these duets avoid flashy virtuosi- 
ty. This reserved ample supply for 
Oberon and Puck (Reyneris Reyes and Joel 
Prouty), and for the flittering, airborne 
butterflies, fairies, and bugs. Like most 

the characters most of the time, Oberon 
and Puck are cross-purposes. Puck 
overeager, Oberon impatient. one stun- 
ning scene, they rush and out alter- 
nation with the fairy pack, each doing

variations tremendous elevation and 
allegro footwork. Reyes displayed im- 
peccable beats and classical line; Prouty 
made his eccentric jumps and skidding 
stops seem part mischievous, bum- 
bling personality. 

This production was borrowed from 
Pacific Northwest Ballet, and 
from Martin Pakledi- 
naz’s designs, which 
are way fussier and gaudier than the 
originals Karinska and David Hays. 
you rationalize these preferences 
after the fact, but the subdued colors 
and slim lines Karinska’s first act 
costumes, the mossy forest creatures and 
the quiet elegance the second 
act, all allowed the three worlds the 
story seem compatible though differ- 
Pakledinaz serves spangly cos- 
tumes saturated colors and flowing 
fabric, obtrusive sets made of cabbage 
roses and glitterized vines, and cute 
billboard-size frogs and spiders. 

All ballet classics undergo rethinking 
and visual renovations they migrate 
around the globe. Balanchine’s work 
exception. But think his Dream more 
mature, in both serious and comic ways, 
than this Disneyfication leads 
believe. 


Twenty-five years before Balanchine’s 

Midsummer, the young English chore- 
ographer Antony Tudor was also rethink- 
ing the conventions ballet. Unlike Bal- 
anchine, whose main choreographic inter- 
est was form, Tudor was social critic. 
His finest ballets are about communities 
and characters under stress. Dark Elegies 
lament, set Gustav Mahler’s Kindertoten- 
lieder (“Songs the Death Children”). 
Rather than theatricalize the grief the 
individual parents, like Balanchine’s un- 
happy lovers dancing out their melan- 
choly, confusion, possessiveness, Tudor 
gives group villagers acting out 
somber ritual, feeling their way toward 
some kind resignation. 

They gather few time comfort- 
less circles, enter and leave with lagging 
steps. They turn each other momentari- 
ly, clasp hands or touch someone’s shoul- 
der, but there are histrionics. Personal 
sorrow contained evolving patterns 
stepping and circling. Even when someone 
ventures individual statement, the vo- 
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cabulary the outcry withheld, linear, 
giving way the emotions would 
shatter the community itself. The solo 
women seem rise pointe only at- 
tenuate their stricken bodies. the only 
male-female duet, she rushes blindly and 
prevents her from going out control, 
catching her crooked poses and lifts. 

thought the Conservatory students 
danced with clarity and respect, but the 
Thursday-night cast saw didn’t have the 
weightiness that conveys tragedy. place 
the original backcloths designed Na- 
dia Benois, there were some effective (un- 
credited) photographic projections 
threatening clouds. 

This program had interesting connec- 
tions among three very different works. 
Tudor taught for many years the Juil- 
liard School, where Conservatory director 
dance Yasuko Tokunaga studied with 
him and with José whose Dances for 
Isadora was revived. Fellow Juilliard alum 
Uthoff created Galleria, lively and 
demanding classical ballet piece, for the 
Conservatory students. Lim6én’s flamboy- 
ant work, choreographed in 1971, contrasts 
with Tudor’s study in restraint. Both draw 
century dance. 

tribute the mother modern 
dance, Dances offers five solos, each 
evoking different stage Isadora 
life. The dance gave the stu- 
dents crack full-out dancing interpre- 
tations, and they seized the opportunity. 
Ae-Soon Kim was breathtaking the 
ecstatic young Isadora (Primavera), 
and the others gave moving account:

tute Contemporary Art one De- 

cember day in 1991. ICA video direc- 

tor Branka Bogdanov planned 
record her, the usual Q&A, for a tape about 
ICA group show she was part of. But the 
artist came to perform, in a white dress and 
with white stripes painted her face and 
red cross centered on her nose. 

“The Six Difficulties,” she said in her na- 
tive Spanish, with a serious stare. “Six 
things are difficult this world/To 
woman/To be black/To be Cuban/To believe 
in love/To believe in people and the possibil- 
ity that the world can be better.” 

“I was absolutely overwhelmed with her 
energy, her enthusiasm, her beauty,” Bog- 
danov says. “That’s Magda. You can always 
expect something unexpected from her.” 

Campos-Pons is one of Boston’s most 
prominent artists. She has shown at New 
York’s Museum of Modern Art, Minneapo- 
lis’s Walker Art Center, the Smithsonian, 
the Venice Biennale. This Sunday, the Indi- 
anapolis Museum Art opens “Everything 
Is Separated by Water,” a mid-career retro- 
spective the 47-year-old’s paintings, 
sculptures, photos, and installations. Us- 
ing her own story, her family’s history, her 
own body, she poetically explores themes 
race and gender and what means 
live exile. 

the spring 1988, Campos-Pons 
tracked down Neil Leonard, then assistant 
director computer center. She 
was studying there exchange pro- 
gram from Cuba, where already 
finished her graduate work and taught. She 
was thin, with her hair in dreadlocks and 
her feet bright green shoes. She carried 
storyboard for her planned Super-8 film, 
and she was looking for soundtrack. 
Someone recommended Leonard, who plays 
and composes jazz and electronic music and 
had visited Cuba twice to study its music. 

The collaboration lead to weighty discus- 
sions of art and music. He took her to con- 
certs Cuban and gospel singers, and 
hear him play his saxophone jazz jam 
sessions Wally’s Café. They walked the 
Arnold Arboretum, talking her loved ones 
back Cuba. Before long, she moved into 
his Jamaica Plain apartment. 

At the end of the semester, she returned 
Cuba. visited for her birthday that Ju- 
ly. She showed him her home town, La Ve- 
ga, which still dominated the sugar 


plantation where her great-great-grandfa- 
ther, a native of what is now Nigeria, 
worked slave. She grew under Cas- 
tro, performing patriotic revolutionary 
plays, studying oboe, and painting. The 
health care and the schooling were good; 
the long daily waits for bread, meat, and 
bananas were not. And her father never for- 
gave Castro for the confiscation family 
house after the Revolution. 

Leonard returned four more times before 
staying live with her for year. People 
whispered nasty things about the black 
woman and the blond-haired white man. 
But the couple navigated thicket inter- 
national bureaucracy and won permission 
to marry in August 1989. It was a small, 
hastily arranged service international 
law office Havana hotel. 

One day Campos-Pons came home shak- 
from had happened her job with the 
Cuban visual-arts council. Officials wanted 
shut down gallery exhibit because they 
suspected that the paintings Castro were 
vaguely, ambiguously critical. Campos-Pons 
convinced them that the exhibit wasn’t a 
threat and that censoring would only turn 
the artists into martyrs. The next day the 
minister the Interior called and told her 
shut down anyway. agree 
keep open yesterday?” she said. “Yes. Shut 
down,” replied. “Is this order?” she 
asked. “Yes,” said. “I’m not the mili- 
tary,” she snapped and hung up. The result: 
the show was closed and her boss was fired. 

“lL love Cuba,” Campos-Pons says. “I am 
very passionate about the possibilities 
there. There need for change Cuba, 
and want part that change. But 
that moment knew was place where 
would very difficult there and keep 
yourself position where you are honest, 
where you are straight.” 

She spent year and half Canada 
arts fellowships, with Leonard visiting 
from Boston weekends, before the al- 
lowed her immigrate Boston, the 
end of 1991. The process left them exhausted 
and alienated, and angry. 

At the ICA in 1992, Campos-Pons pre- 
sented The Seven Powers Come by the Sea, an in- 
stallation featuring wood planks carved 
resemble slave ships packed with people, 
painted silhouettes the African deities 
Cuban slaves, and photos residents 
her home town. Multiculturalism and art 
personal identity were all the rage the 
art world sought voices outside the white

male mainstream. “Mag- 
dalena was the most current, edgy mani- 
festation pushing the media and dealing 
with these issues,” says Olga Viso, now di- 
rector the Smithsonian’s Hirshhorn Mu- 
seum, who in 1994 included her in an Afro- 
Cuban art-museum exhibit Florida. 

Campos-Pons began shoot large, lush 
Polaroid photographs, usually self-portraits 
which she performed ritualistic acts, 
painting her body, dipping her fingers into 
small wooden boats filled with honey, braid- 
ing and beading her hair. 1994 photo her 
naked torso, painted with blue waves, speaks 
exile well the birth her son Arcadio 
1993. pair baby bottles hang over her 
shoulders and drip milk into wooden boat 
she cradles in her hands. Since 2002, she’s 
produced ever more ambitious Polaroids, in- 
cluding ravishing 16-photo grids, with props 
and painted backdrops, which braided 
from her head long doodly 
vines, tumbleweeds, and constellations. 

She and her family bounced around Ja- 
Plain before settling Brookline 
2002. She fashioned studio building for 
herself and others Boylston Street and 
opened Gasp there well 2004. Gasp 
specializes group shows young experi- 
menting artists and stars from the interna- 
tional art circuit that her own stature at- 
tracts. It’s one handful galleries 
town that primarily commercial 
institutional. 

“You know, Mom, I’ve been crying all 
these years for being away,” Campos-Pons 
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import nce 


told her mother when she vis- 
ited here during the summer 2005. But 
her mother saw her achievements. She said, 
“You know was all for your own good.” 
Like Lorna Simpson and Carrie Mae 
Weems, with whom she’s often compared, 
Campos-Pons has fallen out the art 
world’s hot focus over the past decade. The 
Indianapolis retrospective was organized 
Lisa Freiman, who was a curatorial assistant 
the ICA when she discovered Campos- 
Pons, and affirms this artist’s continuing 
importance. Bogdanov elaborates, “Her 
work orients the time and space 
live in, because today’s world the world 
exiles, of dispersement, of relocation.”

in Mexico, a woven textile that has 


been used by women for carrying chil- 
dren and bundles, as well as for warmth and 
cover, is the focus of “THE REBOZO: A TRADI- 
TIONAL MEXICAN WOMEN’S GARMENT,” 
which opens in the Main Gallery at the Essex 
Art Center March 2. Organized by julie Bernson 
and Mary Guerrero, the show looks not only at 
the beauty of individual rebozos but also at 
the symbolic and practical roles the garment 
has played in Mexican culture 

Two years ago, Bernson and Guerrero trav- 
eled to Patzcuaro and Oaxaca to learn more 
about the rebozo; they also hoped to get clos- 
er to the people and the country they were vis- 
iting. As they spoke to women about their re- 
bozos, asking questions, listening to stories 
and memories, and taking photographs, they 
came to appreciate the layers of spiritual and 
cultural meaning embodied this familiar gar- 
ment. This exhibition comprises their photo- 
graphs and audio and video interviews along 
with a variety of woven rebozos. 

Tory Fair is known for drawings and sculp- 
ture that examine space and relationships 
through the vocabulary of sports. Using floor 
markings familiar from the basketball court or 
the soccer pitch to delineate the space be- 
tween pieces of furniture, or between wall and 
floor, Fair makes manifest the idea that space 
— especially the space between things — is 
competitive, often informed by strategy and 
gamesmanship. In a new series of work, she 
addresses what she calls “a competitive ten- 
sion between flowers,” bringing nature square- 
ly into the mix in “READY, SET, BLOOM,” which 
also opens at the Essex Art Center March 2. 
The roots of her flowers reach into contested 
ground, belying their cheerful petals.

Miss you, Muncie 


Armed and Famous goes down; Nashville Star goes

0) Inured by long acquaintance as I 
am to the caprices of reality TV, 
to its playful love of twists, surprises, 
rug pullings, plug pullings, and de- 
capitations, I confess to having been 
thrown for loop. After last week’s 
column, which promised up- 
date you on the goings-on in CBS's 
Armed and Famous, a number of my 
keener-eyed readers got in touch to in- 
form that the show longer ex- 
isted. The weekly visit to Muncie, In- 
diana, in the company of celebrities 
dressed cops was over, done, kaput: 
like a mad emperor, CBS had can- 
celled after only four episodes. The 
problem, apparently, was American 
Idol, which shared the Wednesday- 
night 8pm slot over on Fox: on Janu- 
ary 17, the night Idol’s season pre- 
miere, Armed and Famous went clanging 
down the ratings, from #40 to #77. 
Speaking to the Ball State Daily News, 
Muncie chief police Joe Winkle was 
philosophical. just part the 
show business. found out quickly 
that our show good enough 
compete with American Idol.” 

But the chief being too modest: 
Armed and Famous — must I be its eulo- 
gist? was show the best tradi- 
tion reality. Its premise (celebs 
making busts underclass USA) had 
that classic we-came-up-with-it- 
when-we-were-high quality, and 
every episode was stuffed with acci- 
dental Life. Here were the unpurged 
images America, and the great 
lines. Emile the wife beater, railing 
at his swollen spouse from the back 
seat Toya Jackson’s police cruis- 
er: never hit you! No! pushed you 
and held you, Officer Jack 
Osbourne, son Ozzy, observing 
woman handcuffs she took 
desperate, wheezing drag off her hus- 
band’s cigarette: “It was like baby 
bird feeding from its mother.” Always 
amusing, too, was the way the ar- 
restees, from beneath their various 
welts, Taserings, and clouds of meth, 
would manage recognize their 
celebrity apprehenders. One shirtless 
miscreant, pounced upon Officer 
Erik Estrada, tauntingly called him 
“Mr. Emilio Estevez.” Muncie, 
Muncie, you fairyland disgrace, 
gonna miss you. 

Besides, last week’s American Idol 
was a bore, a whole hour without any 
singing, just the judges saying no or 
yes to a long parade of contestants. 
Cowell teased them with drawn-out 
double negatives —“You 
failed,” “We have decided not. . . to 
exclude you” and there was plenti- 
ful use that industrial swooshing

sound beloved the show’s produc- 
ers, the noise of someone’s hopes be- 
ing vacuumed into the abyss, but the 
suspense was mild best. Chris Sligh 
still it, the man who said en- 
tered the competition because 
“wanted make David Hasselhoff 
cry.” Sligh, Jody Rosen has noted 
Slate, is “American Idol’s first ironist: if 
wins it’ll like Stephen Colbert be- 
coming president.” 

No ironists of any sort are involved 
in the production of Nashville Star 5 
(USA Network, Thursdays pm). 
This proper red-state stuff, pumped 
straight from the beating heart the 
nation: “Get ready, America!”, “If 
think America will,” “Anything you 
want to say to America right now?”, “I 
agree with America.” This being 
country music, expected each 
contestant that she come haul- 
ing some great luggage experience: 
tears, strife, an operation, an over- 
coming. like your story, man,” say 
the judges. In Episode #5, Zac Hacker 
stole the show with slow-beating, 
grief-stained number about his daddy 
called “If Wasn’t for the Whisky”: 
“Daddy had weakness/He kep’ 
shelf.” The producers kept camera 
Hacker Sr., the flawed patriarch 
himself, sat the audience. 
“He tried teach wrong from 
right/With the backside his hand.”

Aharon Appelfeld revisits familiar terrain

ALL WHOM 
HAVE LOVED

Aharon Appelfeld’s parabolical novel All 
Whom Have Loved tells boy’s loss 
home and family. small book with 
voice, like abandoned child 
singing himself sleep with half-re- 
membered lullaby. Only the reader’s 
knowledge what awaits the boy and 
his parents, secular Jews the border 
Bukovina and Bessarabia in 1938, reveals 
what the author’s simple language con- 
ceals, that one boy’s minute loss por- 
tends coming catastrophe. 

Appelfeld’s unadorned prose (as 
translated here from the Hebrew Alo- 
ma Halter) is well suited to depict the in- 
ner life nine-year-old Paul Rosenfeld. 
coddled only child love with 
his childish parents, whose own love has 
failed. Henia beautiful but insecure 
and needy. Arthur, once painter 
great promise, now drunk and bitter- 
obsessed with the critics. 

The effects his parents’ divorce are 
not apparent Paul until his mother ac- 
cepts teaching job village not far 
from Czernowitz and the family home. 
Paul’s separation from his father and re- 
location from the town his birth initi- 
ates the disintegration his world and 
prefigures his eternal displacement. 


BORDER CROSSING Czernowitz, assimilated 
speak German and eye the Hassidic mystics with suspicion. 


With uncomfortable candor, Appelfeld de- 
picts the boy’s proprietary love for his 
mother, the sensual joy he takes in her at- 
tentions, and his jealousy when discov- 
ers she has lover. When catches her 
creeping out night meet her new 
man, Paul exacts revenge the only way 
child can, transferring his love. Earthy, 
wise, and experienced, his Christian 
nursemaid, Halina, teaches him about na- 
ture, love, and sex — and Jewish holidays, 
since his parents have abandoned their 
heritage. 

But Halina shot and killed her fian- 
the doorway house, and Paul 
goes to live with his father. They begin a 
period wandering together, through tav- 
erns, inns, to Bucharest and back. When 
he’s drunk, Paul’s father flails away the 
animosity directed him because 
Jew and because does not act the way 
Jew should. 

The Ukrainian town Czernowitz 
where Appelfeld (as well Paul Celan) was 
born. There the assimilated Jews speak Ger- 
man and eye the Hassidic mystics with sus- 
picion. The peasants and working-class 
gentiles Paul and his father meet are nos- 
talgic the point sentimentality about 
the pious Jews who once lived among 
them, and disapproving the “new Jews” 
who “threw off the yoke their religion” 
and escaped more cosmopolitan climes. 

“We loved the old Jews,” an old man says. 

“And the pogroms?”, Paul’s father asks. 

“The old Jews were used to pogroms. 
People beat them and they accepted their 
suffering with love.” 

Appelfeld, who escaped concentration 
camp Paul’s age and 
roamed the forests until 
the war’s end, 
frequent themes: the terri- 
ble random work fate, 
the disingenuousness 
memory, and abandon- 
ment, In this novel, all 
buildings remind Paul 
the Jewish orphanage 
where his parents grew 
and where senses 
will return. 

Appelfeld’s writing 
often compared with Kaf- 
ka’s, but 1am also remind- 
the symbolic and se- 
cret language Paul Klee’s 
paintings obscure 
meaning, set glyphs 
with their own mysterious 
grammar. get the sense 
that his words are artifacts 
containing the memory 
his vanished world, reli- 
quaries that hold the bones 
his murdered mother 
and lost childhood.

Levine’s Berlioz and Wuorinen, Garrick Beethoven, 
the Shostakovich, the Alloy’s Eagle

ames Levine returned from his winter 

break with one of the most thrilling 

BSO concerts of his tenure: Berlioz’s 

“dramatic legend,” damnation 

Faust. With its dramatic confronta- 
tions for its three main characters and pic- 
turesque scenic shifts, it’s more than an 
oratorio; yet with its emphasis on the cho- 
rus and its dazzling orchestral colors, it’s 
not quite an opera. (Although some direc- 
tors — Sarah Caldwell for one — have 
found it hard to resist the impulse to see it 
acted out.) Whatever the genre, it 
overflows with gorgeously spun-out 
melodies and vivid dramatic gestures. And 
the BSO proved can succeed despite vo- 
heavy demands. 

Those soloists were American tenor Paul 
Groves as Faust, the discontented seeker for 
more than what he feels life has offered 
him; French mezzo-soprano Yvonne Naef, 
as the innocent Marguerite, who succumbs 
Faust’s passion; and the veteran Belgian 
bass-baritone José van Dam, as the seduc- 
tive Mephistopheles. They have good 
qualifications: the right vocal timbre and 
style. But though Groves acted with pas- 
sion, he was stretched beyond his technical 
range and simply didn’t have some the 
notes. Naef’s Ming-the-Merciless high col- 
lar glowed with iridescent dragonfly 
green (perhaps not ideal projection 
tormented virginity), but she didn’t exactly 
throw herself into her role. Her eyes were 
riveted to the score, even in her famous 
aria, “D’amour l’ardente flamme” (“The 
burning flame love” here barely sim- 
mer; Robert Sheena’s English-horn obbli- 
gato was far more expressive), whereas 
both Croves and van Dam sang from mem- 
ory and moved freely around the stage. The 
65-year-old van Dam, with his impeccable 
French and insinuating phrasing, was 
most respects ideal Devil, but his voice 
has diminished and his tone largely dry, 
though he’s still capable some extraordi- 
nary singing. Young bass Andrew 
tad made the drunken Brander (who sings 
the satirical “Song of the Rat”) a stolid and 
sober figure. 

But the show belonged the orchestra, 
at its now phenomenal best, John Oliver’s 
Tanglewood Festival Chorus, and Johanna 
Hill PALS Children’s Chorus, 
who make their late entrance, the sec- 
ond two epilogues, angels welcoming 
the soul Marguerite into Heaven. Levine 
turned the “Hungarian March” (heard too 
often Pops concerts) into music blaz- 
ing exhilaration crackling with rhythmic 
life. The “Dance the and the 


DAMNATION FAUST “dramatic legend” was electrifying. 


“Minuet Will-o’-the-Wisps” shimmered 
with gossamer magic. the “Ride the 
Abyss,” Mephisto and Faust gallop wildly 
past group peasants praying way- 
side cross (one of Berlioz’s many stunning 
juxtapositions), then plunge into Pande- 
monium. It was electrifying. It was all 
electrifying. 

The following week, the program itself 
was less satisfying. The centerpiece was 
the premiere the latest 125th-an- 
niversary commission, Charles Wuori- 
nen’s Eighth Symphony, subtitled Theolo- 
goumena, plural “theologoumenon.” 
(Wuorinen defines that word 
“private non-dogmatic theological opin- 
ion”; it’s the title of his symphonic poem 
that Levine premiered with the Met Or- 
chestra at Carnegie Hall last month.) 
Christian theology, I confess, was not up- 
permost mind during the Eighth 
Symphony. the first movement heard 
the aggressive sounds 12-tone heavy 
traffic. The maestro writes his program 
note that among the qualities likes 
Wuorinen’s music are its “momentum” 
and its “convincing structure.” But this 
traffic didn’t seem going any- 
where. The second movement kind 
night music — slow, lonely, moody, with 
hints melodic contours, and concentrat- 
ing diverse solos. The last movement 
faster again, little wispy first, then in- 
creasingly aggressive; ends with the 
most touching moment the entire 
piece, retreating solo the English 
musical phrases made from series 
different instruments, but without We- 


bern’s uncanny economy. On a first hear- 
ing, this half-hour music felt awfully 
stretched out, an extended trip to I-don’t- 
know-where, a long soundtrack without a 
vivid picture. 

The concert opened with oddly stiff 
run-through Haydn’s Symphony No. 22, 
Philosopher, with its exquisite wind section 
two English horns and two French 
horns. In the wondrous first movement, 
Levine missed the tension between the 
arching lyricism the winds and the re- 
forward tread the strings that 
seem trying hold the melody back; 
this time, both seemed trapped the 
same cage. The tragic Brahms Fourth after 
intermission was leisurely and detailed 
and powerful, from the sighing opening 
the final desolate closure. 

the end his Bank America 
Celebrity Series Beethoven recital at Jordan 
Hall, the admirable Garrick Ohlsson of- 
fered two encores: fast movements (one 
Presto, one Prestissimo) from sonatas 
done earlier the evening. 
played them with great dexterity and élan. 
And though these seemed self-contained 
enough stand their own, movements 
from sonatas aren’t really separate enti- 
ties, and Ohlsson’s choice of these encores 
helped explain major reservation about 
the main part the program. would 
too simple say that played every 
too good sense musical architecture 
let anything like that happen. But most 
the evening sounded were play- 
ing solve certain technical problems 
how to make certain kinds of runs, how to 


turn a sforzando into a diminuendo, how 
pedal without blur, how keep cross- 
handed playing buoyant. Last summer at 
Tanglewood, played all Beethoven 
sonatas. After that large accomplishment 
was now dwelling smaller details? 
Everything was “well played” and “musi- 
cal.” But somehow nothing seemed add 
up, about anything more than piano 
playing. longed for greater dynamic vari- 
ety, for less complacency something 
more searching interior mysterious 
the phrasing. 

began and ended with the only two 
sonatas Beethoven actually named: Pathé- 
tique and Les adieux, with the nameless Opus 
tween. The latter, the earliest sonata 
the program, playfully extroverted, had 
some the sense surprise and discovery 
I missed in the rest. 

The year 2006 marked Shostakovich’s 
100th birthday, and this year the Bor- 
romeo String Quartet embarking its 
latest long-range project the Gardner 
Museum: the complete string quartets 
Shostakovich, in chronological order. I 
agree with those who see Shostakovich’s 
chamber music his finest work, tighter, 
more intense than his symphonies, and 
less inflated. The first three quartets (com- 
posed between 1938 and 1946) made var- 
ied and compelling program. No. 
major, generally regarded light- 
weight, but the Borromeos took serious- 
ly, and that worked. The more complex, 
less conventional second and third quar- 
tets sound more like what think 
Shostakovich: edgy, demonic, lilting, 
ironic. was afternoon particularly 
rich opportunities for soulful, 
“singing” violist, and Mai Motobuchi took 
full advantage. Nicholas Kitchen was elo- 
quent the emotionally charged violin 
recitative the Recitative and Romance: 
Adagio No. Cellist Yeesun Kim seemed 
completely inside the third movement’s 
dark waltz. How much irony there the 
jaunty folk-dance opening No. this 
quartet really allegory the war? These 
are the kind questions these quartets 
ask. And these players know that it’s even 
more important ask these questions 
than answer them. 

Accordionist Terry Donahue, keyboard 
player Roger Miller, and clarinettist/per- 
cussionist Ken Winokur are better known 
the Alloy Orchestra, and they spent the 
weekend the ICA accompanying three 
their favorite silent movies. caught 
Clarence Brown's The Eagle (1925), a deli- 
cious vehicle for Rudolph Valentino (as the 
Black Eagle, Russian officer gone AWOL 
from the clutches the Empress Cather- 
ine and out avenge the destruction 
his father’s estate), and Vilma Banky (as 
the villain’s daughter). It’s Zorro meets 
Robin Hood, and the Alloy’s gripping and 
insinuating score one their very best 
seductively haunting and breathlessly 
exhilarating, often simultaneously.

Sasso Restaurant 


New ownership looks good you

SECOND TIME AROUND The owners of Lucca have a winner with their latest, Sasso. 


The way the present economy is playing 
out, a lot of small restaurants are now tak- 
ing over larger and more expensive spaces. 
This can work out well, if the individuality 
the chef and menu get watered 
down. Copia, son of Prezza, was still work- 
ing out its identity when reviewed it. But 
Sasso, where the owners the fine North 
End restaurant Lucca have jumped into the 
defunct Blackfin Chop vast space, 
a bolder and more successful attempt, albeit 
one with little hesitation the entrées. 
The dramatic duplex has not required much 
work: they simply painted over the nautical 
blues and blacks with Tuscan yellows and 
crimsons, installed tall lanterns where the 
boat lamps used to be, and raised the entrée 
prices by $6 to $8. I’m not sure that last de- 
tail quite what people are looking for 
upscale Italian restaurant, but splurgers will 
not home disappointed. Sasso fine 
restaurant, indeed. 

This first evident from the bread bas- 
ket, which features slices of an enticing loaf 
with lots of crisp crust, a soft interior, and 
just enough salt the surface. you can’t 
wait for a dish with sauce, there is a supe- 
rior, fruity extra-virgin olive oil with white- 
bean paste neatly piped in. 

favorite appetizer was coniglio ($15): 
shredded rabbit confit over creamy polenta 
with a wild mushroom (mostly black trum- 
pets) “ragout.” The shrimp appetizer ($16) 
featured sweet little Maine rock shrimp 
served with garlic, 4 la scampi, mixed with 
half-inch cubes gnocchetti. 

A Jonah crab salad ($19) is presented as 
modern cylinder shredded crab meat, 
celery root, and apple slaw that empha- 
sizes the crab flavor quite well. The insalata 
mista ($12) is mostly arugula, with some 
other field greens and a scant, but effective, 
dressing. 

Recently expanded restaurants tend 
introduce Italian menus as a sort of secu- 


rity blanket. But Prezza, which is already 
Italian restaurant, tried broaden its 
appeal at Copia by emphasizing steaks and 
chops. Lucca, which leans toward nouvelle- 
American cuisine, made both adjust- 
ments Sasso. The restaurant’s owners 
kept Blackfin’s steaks and chops, but have 
moved toward the Italian side of haute 
cuisine. 

One terrific result is the obligatory lob- 
ster dish, aragosta ($36), here done with 
half small lobster’s meat removed 
from the shell and served platter se- 
riously al dente spaghetti with a creamier 
carbonara sauce and peas. 

Sasso also makes a terrific sirloin steak 
($42; $36/tenderloin), served medium-rare 
ordered, with perfect parmesan-truffle 
risotto and order bittersweet broccoli 
($8/as side dish.) 

The kitchen seemed more tenta- 
tive when preparing sogliola ($30), a dish of 
sole rolled around root vegetable 
purée.” The idea makes sense. After all, New 
England’s winter flounder bland white 
fish, and the classic salt cod/root vegetable 
purée brandade morue: whipped Proven- 
cal spread salt cod, olive oil, and potatoes. 
Brandade, however, tastes like salt cod, and 
has gamey, salty flavor that would perk 
these flounder rolls.

Zabaglione ($10) is whipped sweet cus- 
tard plate seasonal berries great 
now, even better the spring. And 
white-chocolate peanut-butter terrine ($11) 
sounds dreadful, but it turned out that 
captured the richness peanut butter 
without being overwhelmed the 
peanut flavor. This slab has texture half- 
way between mousse and fudge, anda 
flavor that’s neither chocolate nor peanut, 
but compromise not far from hazelnut. 

Service Sasso was flawless not easy 
such large space. Big spaces are dra- 
matic, but they can be loud, drafty, airport- 
like disasters. Sasso’s design avoids most 
those problems without overplaying the 
common conceit eating outdoors Italy. 
You get the lanterns, but not the false door- 
ways pergolas.
